Assessable Value of the Stock of the Long 
Island Water Supply Company. 

New York, July 1.—{Special.]~It now turns 
out thatthe stock of the Long Island Water 
Supply company which the government of Brook 
lyn would have bought at $300 a share has an 
assessable value of $100 a share. It was the 
scandal raised by this projected purchase that 
caused the collapse of Mayor Chapin’s guber- 
natorial balloon. The report of the company 
was made in May, but it has been kept secret 
ever since. It showed capital stock of $250,000, 
mains and conductors $68,120, and real estate 
ar A year ago the report to the Assessors 
* his company has paid no dividends on its 
stock since its organization. Value estimated at 
$25 per share. Total valuation, $62,500.” 

Within three months thereafter the company 
offered to sell this stock to the city for $600 a 
share. The city agreed to pay $300 and would 
have done so had it not been stopped by the legal 
proceedings brought in behalf of William Zeigier. 
The courts have prevented the deal. Now the 
company’s President swears that the assessable 
value of the stock is $100 per share, rather a fall. 


St. Louis and Chicago Bondholders Sued. 


Messrs. George Cappell and David D. Withers. 
who with Frank C. Hollins constituted the Re- 
organization committee of the St. Louis and 
Chicago railway company, have brought suit 
against Hollins and other bondholders to have 
the amount of money expended by them and 
all other claims and liens against the property 
determined. In their complaint they aver they 
have fully carried out the terms of 
the reorganization agreement, and ask that 
all matters be adjudicated in order that 
the bonds of the new company may be issued. 
Defendants charge the plaintiffs with conspiracy, 
deny that they have carried out the agreement, 
and allege that the sale of $850,000 in 
bonds to them for $500,000 was authorized; 
that they depreciated the value of the bonds, de- 
stroyed the credit, and frustrated plans for the 
organization of the Central Railway Company of 
Illinois, which were on foot and ignored Hollins 
as one of the committee, A reference was denied 
the plaintiff. 

Prince George Visits the Navy Tard. 


Prince George of Greece visited the navy yard 
in Brooklyn today, accompanied by Consul-Gen- 
eral Botass and M. Bocklin, and inspected the 
cruiser Concord, which is in the dry dock having 
its bottom scraped,and the monitor Miantonomah, 
which is being rebuilt for the fifth time. Capt 
Kane conveyed the Prince about all the work- 
shops and was amazed with his perfect acquaint- 
ance with even the smallest mechanical details 
of his profession.

MUST GO TO PRISON FOR DRUNKENNESS. 


Massachusetts’ New Law Regulating Liquor 
Victims Takes Effect. 

Bosron, Mass., July 1.—[Special. ]—Massa- 
chusetts’ new law regulating drunkenness 
went into effect today, and the opinion is com- 
mon that it will be repealed within two years. 
The law bniefly is this: When an officer ar- 
rests a man or woman for drunkenness, it is 
his duty when his charge becomes sober to 
ask him if he has been drunk twice during the 
last year. If the answer is in the negative he 
is required to make an affidavit to that effect. 
Then the prisoner must be released and the 
affidavit is given into the hands of the proba- 
tion officer, who investigates the case, and if 
it should be found that the man arrested was 
up for drunkenness more than twice a war- 
rant can be obtained from the Judge. Ac- 
cording to the new law no fines can be im- 
posed for the offense, and the only punish- 
ment is imprisonment, the sentence varying 
from one day to one year. Officers were in a 


quandary last night as to what should be done 


with the arrests inade, as they would have to 
act under the old law in arresting and under 
the new in prosecuting. The result was that 
fifty-four men and eight women held for 
drunkenness were let off scot free today. One 
old Irishman, however, was apparently obliv- 
sous of the revolution m the laws and 80, 
when called to the bar, he shouted, ** Guilty.

Jacob Popp, a young farm hand, was bru- 
tally murdered in a field two miles northeast 
of Palatine sometime after May 25, and his 
body was left to rot where it fell. 

The body lay there exposed to the elements, 
which did their work so thoroughly that noth- 
ing but the bones were left when J. A. Bur- 
lingame, the farmer in whose field the murder 
was committed, came on the scene of the trage- 
dy last Monday afterneon. Horrified at the 
discovery, Mr. Burlingame hurried to Pala- 
tine and notified Justice Schierding and 
Supervisor Logis. 

They went to the place and found the skele- 
ton ofaman. The bare skull was covered 
with a white felt hat and rough clothing cov- 
ered the other bones. Near by was a cheap 
black valise containing a new suit of clothes 
and a few other articles of clothing. 
The body of the skeleton was 
lying face downward, while the toes were 
turned up. The body had evidently been 
placed in the unnatural position after death, 
but the village authorities overlooked that 
fact, and forgot the baggage by the side of the 
skeleton, for they immediately concluded that 
the bones were those of some tramp who had 
sought shelter and rest under the big willow, 
and died from some natural cause. 

All the villagers flocked out the next day to 
see the dead tramp’s bones. The Justice 
and the Supervisor and Constable Garms 
went out to continue their investigations, and 
made bold to examine the valise and to cut 
out the pockets of the clothing which covered 
the bones. 

x The Mystery Deepens. 

All the clothmg was damp and moldy. In 
the ieft-hand pocket of the coat were found 
a pocket handkerchief and a package of paris 
green, After this discovery everybody con- 
cluded that they were the bones of some one 
who had killed himseif with paris green. 
They overlooked the fact that while the 
handkerchief was wet trom the rains 
the package of poison was perfectly dry and 
fresh, as if it had just come from the store. 
Mr. Burlingame noticed it, however, called 
attention to it, and the mystery deepened. 

Farmers from the neighborhood heard of 
the ghastly discovery, and they came in num- 
bers to see the sight. Farmer John Craft was 
one of their number. He saw the bones and 
examined the clothes. 

Great Heavens! That's Jake Popp. He's 
been murdered !”’ 

He said that the middle of May he in- 
formed Popp, who was working for him. that 
he would either have to accept lower 
wages or seek work elsewhere. Popp 
concluded to quit, and received what was due 
him—$8. He told Craft he would go to Chi- 
cago and seek work. George Popp, a broth- 
er of the dead man, and Henry Langreh r, 
his uncle, living on neighboring farms, made 
the identification positive. 

The Coroner was notified and Tuesday 
Deputy Foskett went out to hold an inquest. 
While he was viewing the remains with a jury 
composed of Palatine business-men,Justice 
Schierding’s son, a bright young man who is 
taking a medical course at Ann Arbor, 
veumined the skull, and discor- 
ered that it had been fractured 
in two places. One fracture was behind the 
right ear; the other was at the base of the 
brain, on the left side. Gaping holes in the 
skull made the injuries apparent to the Dep- 
uty Coroner. 

A Blunt Instrument, 


„They might have been caused by a bullet 
or by blows,”’ said the young medical student. 
Deputy Foskett adjourned the inquest until 
yesterday, when he went back to Palatine 
accompanied by Dr. Mitchell. The re- 
mains were in such a condition that 
a post-mortem was impossible, but the 
doctor said unhesitatingly that death was 
caused by the wounds on the skull, and he 
told the Coroner’s jurors that those wounds 
had been caused by blows from a bluntinstru- 
ment. 

So the jurors, after hearing the evidence, re- 
turned a verdict that on or about the 29th 
of May Jacob Popp died of a fracture of the 
skull caused by a blunt instrument handled 
by some person unknown.“ 

All Palatine is excited over the murder. Of 
course there was a motive for it. The motive 
was robbery. Popp had money. He saved all 
he made, and that he was the possessor of 
$400 or $500 was known all around the neigh- 
borhood. He spoke of thig; money himself a 
few days before he disappeared in John Hirn’s 
store at Staples’ Corners, a cross-roads resort 
a mile north of the scene of the murder, and 
said he expected to use it in taking a trip to 
his old home in Bavaria, 

He always carried his money with him. It 
was not found on his. body, and. neither was 
the watch he always carried. Nor was it found 
in his trunk which he left at Craft's house, 
and which was broken open by the village 
authorities. He always carried the key of his 
trunk, but it was not found on him. 

Some of Popp’s acquaintances who favored 
the suicide theory knew that Popp owned a 
pistol, They argued that he had shot himself 
and thrown the pistol away. But a thorough 
search around the spot where the body was 
found did not bring the revolver to sight, and 
the theory was entirely knocked out when the 
weapon was found in the dead man’s trunk. 

Had Several Hundred Dollars. 


Before the Coroner’s jury George Popp 
stated that his brother was 35 years 
old and that he had been 
ica nine years. He had money saved 
up, several hundred dollars. Of this the wit- 
ness was positive. Farmer Craft said Popp 
had left his house on or before May 20, and 
had started towards Palatine. He had re- 
turned and spent one or two nights after that, 
and tho last he was seen he was going south- 
west towards Palatine. The spot where the 
remains were found is almost directly north 
of Craft’s house. 

Storekeeper John Hirn said that Popp had 
told him he had $500 saved up, but he 
never saw the money. The witness and the 
dead man had been in Chicago a week or 80 
previous to Popp’s disappearance, and Popp 
remained in Chicago after Hirn. They 
stopped at No. 28 West Lake street. 

Henry Langrehr, uncle of the dead man, 
said his nephew was formerly in his employ, 
but had been discharged because he was not 
able to do the work, as he was a sickly, de- 
spondent man. There was no evidence before 
the Coroner to show positively that Popp had 
my money, as no one was found who saw any 
in his possession. 

Men discussing the affair in Palatine said 
that since the discovery of the remains Henry 
Langrehr had said in the village that his son, 
Henry Langrehr Jr., had seen Popp counting, 
his money while he lived at the Langrehr 
house. This did not come out in evidence, 
nor did the fact that young Langrehr said he 
had seen Popp May 25, fixing the day by a re- 
ceipt he received for grain at Arlington 
Heights. 

A Deputy Coroner's Theories. 

Deputy Coroner Foskett said his first im- 
pression was that Popp had committed sui- 
cide. He thought he might have shown his 
money in Chicago and that it was taken from 
him by thieves; he returned home, and, being 
ashamed to tell of his misfortune, made 
away with himself. The wounds in his head, 
the deputy theorized, had been inflicted by 
some one who discovered the body in the field.

Franz was 
supposed to have had money, but he suddenly 
dissappeared, and to this day no trace has 
been found of him. Some say that Franz 
fooled away his money, and went away to seek 
a new fortune, but o wag their heads and 
say: Maybe we'll find his bones some day.“ 

Constable Garms, who by virtue of his office 
has risen in importance, said: 

“Of course Popp was murdered for his 
money, and I don’t think the murderers are 
many miles from Falatige. If we had money 
to spend in detective wok we could soon catch 


the guilty parties.”’ 


FLOODING THE GREAT COLORADO DESERT 
The Mysterious In 


den Continues to 
Spread in Al 


; Directions, 

Repianps, Cal., July 1.— The editor of a 
local paper has just ret from an inspec- 
tion of the lake form at Salton, in the 
Colorado desert, and re the lake to be at 
least twelve miles in at Salton, which 
is near the western end of the water. 
He made a trip over two miles into the water 
on a switch connecting the salt works with the 
Southern Pacific railroad, and from that point 
the water extends farther than the eye can 
see. Among the people at Salton the ut- 
most variety of theories are held as to the 
‘source of the lake, but the finding of a salt 
water fish would indicate the water comes 
from the ocean, specific gravity 
of the water taken at different points 
varies from 1.007 to 1.018, which is much 
heavier than ocean water. This fact is ac- 
counted for by the presence of the vast bed 
of salt, making it impossible to determine 
whether the water comes from the ocean or a 
river. The water is but too or 
three feet in depth, and so strong does 
the wind blow that at times the water recedes 
nearly half a mile and then shifting winds 
will bring it back farther than before. This 
makes it impossible to determine except at 
long intervals whether the volume of water is 
increasing or not, The level of the lake at 
present is about fifteen below the lowest 
point of the Sou _Pacific xailroad's 
main line, and ring on the rise 
in water made it wou some weeks before 
the road would be flooded. The theory of the 
flood coming from a cloudburst is dispelled 
by the fact of the water continuing to rise to- 
day, when it should have been at 
the high water mark several days ago, 
Considerable apprehension was felt this morn- 
ing over the safety of the road.

VINEYARDS THAT LOOK WELL ON PAPER. 


Tempting Offers to Eastern People Sent Out 
by California Land Sharks. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 1.—[Special. ]—A 
new swindle has taken the place of the South- 
ern California town-site frauds which were 
worked so successfully on the confiding East- 
ern public during the recent boom, The latest 
is the colonies scheme. In several parts of 
the State colonies have been laid out on paper 
and floated at the East and in this city. Per- 
haps the most extensively pushed of these col- 
onies is the one which is alleged to be located 
in Kern County. Walter J. Raymond of Day- 
ton, O., advertises a most seductive opportu- 
nity for obtaining orchards and vineyards in 
this State at low prices and on easy terms. 
He offers to sell the land at $75 an acre—$2 
down and $1 per week. No expense. No out- 
lay after this is paid. He agrees to cultivate 
the land free for ten years, giving the buyer 
half of all profits. The deed is sent by ex- 
press on receipt of $20. Raymond located his 
colony in Sec. 15, Township 35, two mules 
from the flourishing town of Tehochapi, four 
from Caliente, and forty from the county seat, 
Bakersfield. The truth of the matter is that 
the first location given is not in existence, and 
according to the State railway guide it is 
forty-eight miles from Bakersfield to Teho- 
chapi and twenty miles from Caliente to 
Tehochapi. From the number of letters re- 
ceived in Kern County concerning this swindle 
Raymond has evidently secured many dupes. 
A similar scheme is being worked in this city 
by a sharper who offers average land at $6 an 
acre. It is another colony, but located in the 
heart of the Colorado Desert. 


MAY CONCLUDE TO RETIRE AT SUNDOWN, 


St. Louis Confronted with the Possibility of 
Being Left in Total Darkness, : 
Sr. Louis, Mo., July 1.—[Special.]—The 
local lighting situation is becoming serious, 
and if St. Louis is not confronted with tho 
actual possibility of being left in total dark- 
ness there is at least a strong probability that 
it will have to enter into new negotiations 
with the corporation now doing the illuminat- 
ing, the Municipal Electric Light and Power 
company. This company has a ten-year fran- 
chise to furnish! electricity at $75 a lamp. and, 
as the company is losing about $25 a lamp 
a year, affairs are rapidly approach- 
ing a crisis. The company's bond 
is but $50,000, and it is stated that 
this will be forfeited and the city left to floun- 
der in the darkness or resort to gas, or make 
a more liberal contract. Suit has been brought 
against the company today by the trustees of 
Roban Bros., who supplied the boilers, for a 
balance of $115,000, protected by a mechanic’s 
lien. It is probable that the vity will agree to 
pay a higher price for the 2,000 lights now in 
use and thus avoid a disagreeable result.

Willard Gentleman, and his law partner, 
James E. Purnell, were standing in front of 
the Richelieu Tuesday afternoon when they 
were approached by Charles Haila Jr., a tailor 
at No. 144 Dearborn street, and who lives 
at No. 592 La Salle avenue. Mr. 
Halla accused Mr. Gentleman in the most 
violent terms of having defamed the character 
of his wife. He at first refused to listen to 
any explanation and the interference of spec- 
tators Was necessary to prevent him from 
making a personal attack on Mr, Gertleman.

moment to accompany Gentleman to the 
races. Ashedid not return Gentleman be- 
came impatient, called a cab and drove to Mr. 
Halla’s place of business, thinking it possible 
the two had gone there. 

Arriving there he innocently inquired of 
Mr. Hallaif the latter’s wife had been there 
with Romeiss. Mr. Halla replied that not 
only had Romeiss not been there but he had 
neve befose heard of sucha man. Gentle- 
man at omce discovered that he had unwit- 
tingly made a break.” The husband 
beca excited over, the situation, 
and at the earliest possible moment hastened 
home to demand an explanation. 

Made Dire Threats. 

It 1s said by some of the friends of those 
concerned that on arriving there he found 
Romeiss and that he threatened to kill 
both. This is denied by others, but 
all say that Mrs. Halla convinced 
her husband that she had not met Romeiss, 
as stated by Gentleman, and that the latter 
had told an untruth because of some unknown 
antagonism to her. She had met Romeiss, 
she said, on the street by accident and had 
asked him to take a message to relatives of 
hers on the West Side. 

Mr. Halla thought that his list of acquaint- 
ances was rapidly increasing, for up to this 
time he had never heard of these West Side 
relatives. Mrs. Halla replied that they 
were in somewhat reduced circum- 
stances and that she had endeavored 
to keep their existence a secret from her hus- 
band. Mr. Halla was finally convinced of the 
truth of this story, and armed with it he 
started out with the intention of obtaining 
satisfaction from the man whom he thought 
had traduced an innocent woman. 

Then followed the scene in front of the 
Richelieu, where Mr. Gentieman tives, his 
law partner having apartments at the Leland. 

Mr. Gentleman, in order to prove that he 
had told the truth, insisted upon being 
brought face to face with Mrs. Halia, as it was 
suggested that possibly the one who called 
upon Romeiss had not been the real owner 
of the name she gave. Arriving at the 
house, however, both Gentleman and 
Purnell positively identified Mrs. Halla as the 
caller at their office.

Mrs. Halla Confesses Deception. 
When faced by Romeiss, 
deny the story she had told, Mrs. Halla at last 
acknowledged that she had not told the truth, 
but that she had said what she did under the 
influence of fear caused by her husband’s un- 
expected and terribie anger and accusations. 

It is said that Halla’s anger again broke 
forth at this time, and that amid the screams 
of his wife he drew a revolver and was with 
difficulty prevented by the other two men 
from shooting both Mrs. Halla and Romeiss. 

Mr. Purnell, who was seen last night at the 
Leland, denies that any violence was attempt- 
ed and says that the explanation of those 
whom Gentleman unintentionally placed in 
so unfortunate a position was finally accepted 
by the husband. 

The friends of Romeiss claim that the whole 
affair originated in a mistake, and express the 
deepest sympathy with the young man, who is 
engaged to a North Side young woman.

New Yorx, July 1.—The firm of Kreuder, 
Klein & Kreuder, dry goods dealers at Broad- 
way and Ninth street, allowed judgment to be 
taken against them by default today to the 
amount of about $25,000.

There is no telling 
what the strength of the insurgents at Cal- 
dera is. It is reported that they have 8,000 
troops in all, who are well armed, and that 
only for the lack of ammunition they could 


put a much larger force in the field.

ROW OVER THE HENNEPIN CANAL ROUTE. 


Rock Island People Object to the Line Se- 
lected by Government Engineers. 

Rocx Istanp, III., July 1.—{Special. ]—The 
theme of local interest and discussion for sev- 
eral days has been a dispute between Capt. T. 
J. Robinson of this city and Capta. Marshall 
and Wheeler, government engineers in charge 
of the Hennepin Canal surveys from the 
mouth of Rock River to the Town of Melan, 
five miles above. There were two routes un- 
der consideration by the engineers. One fol- 
lowed the south. shore of Rock River and 
passed no particularly valuable land, the other 
cut across an island and skirted the water 
power along the north shore of the river. The 
engineers surveyed both, and decided the 
south shore line the most practicable and 
economical, the cost of it being $411,589, while 
the north shore would cost the government 
$489,574, a difference of $87,045 in favor of the 
southern line. The latter route was conse- 
quently approved by the Secretary of War, 
and the work ordered commenced. Capt. 
Robinson, an owner in Vandruff’s Island, 
through which the north line would have 
passed, was not pleased with the engineers’ 
decision, and dispatched ex-Congressman Gest 
to Washington to represent that the engineers 
has exceeded their authority in locating the 
route as they did, and holding that the act of 
Congress of 1880 originally authorizing the 
canal permanently fixed the north shore. 
The engineers claim that they were ordered to 
locate the canal by the most feasible route to 
enter the Mississippi at or near the mouth of 


government maintaining the water power, 
etc. A meeting of the Rock Island Improve- 
ment Association was held tonight to discuss 
the matter.

Report in the Michigan Bribery Iuvestiga- 
tion—“ Don’t Do It Again.” 

Lansine, Mich., July 1.—|Special.]—The 
majority of the Doyle-Munthe Investigating 
committee made a report tonight in which 
the bribery charges against these two mem- 
bers are held to be wholly unsustained, and 
Doyle is fully exonerated.

debtors.” And in some other places that 
might be named they appear to control the 
soul as well as the body and property of the 
retailer, while the latter is guaranteed against 
certain kinds of losses so long as he keeps 
well within the harness, The brewer, person- 
ally or through the association of which he is 
a member, stands the cost of legal proceed- 
ings, and esteems it not only a duty 
but a privilege to meet those incurred in the 
attempt to foist saloons upon residence dis- 
tricts where the dramshop is not wanted. It 
is a noble position to take, and the phil- 
anthropic’’ brewer who sees to it that if every 
block in the city is not runnimg over with beer 
it shall not be through his negligence is all 
the more to be commended as he shuns 
publicity of the act. He stands behind the 
bartender or keeper or the man who would 
become one in much the same way that 
Mephistopheles stood behind Faust in the 
duel of the latter with Valentine. He has 
conscientious scruples against striking a blow, 
but he can parry thuse intended for. his ally,

IOWA REPUBLICANS APPLAUD BLAINE 
AND HIS RECIPROCITY SCHEME. 

Whatever may be the private sentiments of 
Iowa ex-Congressmen on the subject of reci- 
provity, there is no doubt as to the feelings of 
the rank and file of the Republican party in 
the State on that question. Those Congress- 
men who were left at home as the result of 
last fall’s election opposed Mr. Blaine’s reci- 
procity plan passively or actively in the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means and in the House. 
Yesterday when Attorney-General Stone of 
Iowa was addressing the Republican State con- 
vention, of which he was the Chairman, the re- 
marks which were followed by continued and 
general applause were these: 

There is but one reciprocity, and James G. 
Blaine is its prophet. [Tremendous applause. ] 
When he first announced this the Demo- 
cratic party, under the spur of the moment, 
thought it saw free trade ing in a more 
dazziing light than ever before. But when the 
spell was broken reciprocity was in a Republican 
camp and James G. Blaine was its chief high 
priest. [Here the convention again became wild- 
ly enthusiastic. ] 

The farmers of Iowa have sense enough to 

know a good thmg when they see it, even 
though some of their old leaders may have told 
them it was worth nothing to them. The farm- 
ers see that Blaine's reciprocity scheme is 
opening valuable new markets for their sur- 
plus wheat and corn products and hogs, and the 
warm feeling they long felt for him is intensi- 
fied by the fact that he has benefited finan- 
cially every one of them by adding to tne 
selling value of his crops, swine, and cattle. It 
is because the Iowa farmers have been able to 
perceive the beneficial workings of reciprocity 
that they have not wandered off after false 
‘pods, like the Alliance men of Kansas and 
some other States. They have not asked for 
“ ukase’’ money and government warehouses 
in which to run a corner and create a famine 
in foodstuffs because they felt that relief in 
increasing measure was coming to them from 
legitimate quarters. 

The loud and prolonged cheering for Blaine 
and the hearty indorsement of his reciprocity 
policy by the convention give the Republicans 
good fighting ground for the approaching cam- 
paign. The Democrats did not mention reci- 
procity in their platform. They suppressed 
it, and they do not allege, as they are doing 
regarding local option, that it was left out 
by the mistake of a lady typewriter.” They 
simply ignore it, for they dare not oppose it 
openly because of its popularity with the 
masses, and they cannot indorse it because 
they cannot reconcile it with their free-trade 
“tariff for revenue only principles and their 
wish to throw open American ports to com- 
petitive incutting goods of cheap-labor Eu- 
rope, while reciprocity only lets in non-com- 

| petitive products which help and not harm 
trade, The Republican speakers must point 
out to their audiences what reciprocity 
can be made to do for them, and then point 
to the cowardly and treacherous Democratic 
attitude on this important question. 


RECIPROCITY WITH VENEZUELA. 

A Washington dispatch says the consent of 
the Venezuelan Congress has been given to 
the reciprocity agreement negotiated by its 
President with Secretary Blaine in behalf of 
that country and the United States which was 
drafted some months ago, and that it will be 
in force soon. Action has been delayed prob- 
ably by the fact that about 80 per cent of the 
Venezuelan revenues are derived from cus- 
toms duties, which are excessively heavy and 
often nearly prohibitory, and the Venezuelan 
authorities had to satisfy themselves that the 
proposed reductions would not cripple the na- 
tional income, They will soon find, however, 
that the increase in prosperity will more than 
offset the lower duties. 

Venezuela is a customer worth having. 
With an area of 632,000 square miles, the coun- 
try has a population of two and a half mill- 
ions, It enjoys a tropical climate and a fer- 
tile soil, Its chief product is coffee, as the 
names of Maracaibo and La Guayra show. 
Of the coffee 70 per cent of the whole crop is 
taken by the United States, which imports 
also sugar, cacao, hides, dye woods, cabinet 
woods, divi-divi, and wool. The total value 
of imports during the fiscal year 1889. 90 was 
eleven millions ($10,966,000). 

Situated as Venezuela is, opposite the Gulf 
ports of this country, its commerce should be 
practically in the hands of the United States. 
That is far from being the case at present. 
Of the exports two-thirds come to the United 
States, Lut of its imports only a quarter are 


| from this country and nearly a half from En- 
| gland. Venezuela took from the United States 


during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1890, 
only $3,984,000 worth of products—nearly all 
of them subject to enormous duties—the chief 
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tempest in a teapot. It is aleo evident that

CAHENSLY’S SECOND MEMORIAL 
TO FOREIGNIZE AMERICA, 
Herr Cahensly, the Secretary of the Arch- 


angel Raphael Society, has submitted a second 
memorial to the Vatican in which he sets 
forth his scheme for foreignizing this country 
in the interests of the Roman Pontiff more 
boldly, plainly, and outspokenly than in his 
first memorial, printed a few weeks since, As 
it came through the agency of the Associated 
Press evidently it was intended to reach the 
whole American people. It will be widely 
read by the American people and not without 
indignation; and also it will be read by 
the Irish and American Catholics of the 
United States with the determination to op- 
pose the alien scheme by every means in their 
power, 

Herr Cahensly leaves nothing concealed. 
It is now possible to comprehend in its fullest 
extent the offensive foreign policy which he 
so vigorously advocates and which he vainly 
hopes to set in operation with the aid of the 
machinery of the Vatican. In this memorial 
he explains to the Pope, first, the best way of 
unhorsing the Irish Bishops, retiring Irish 
Catholics to the back seat and breaking down 
Irish influence in the Papal affairs of this 
country; second, the best way of increasing 
the influence of Catholic European nations in 
the United States to the end of controlling 
this country from Rome and other European 
Papal centers; third, how to perpetuate for- 
eign languages and foreign political, social, 
and dogmatic ideas in this country; fourth, 
the most feasible methods for “‘ foreignizing’’ 
this country ; fifth, how best to bring up Amer- 
ican-born children of continental Papal par- 
ents so that they always shall be foreign Papal 
aliens in feeling, sentiment, ideas, language, 
and politics ; and, sixth, howto run the United 
States in the interests and in accordance with 
the ideas of the Papacy. 

These are the principal items in this offen- 
sive and un-American scheme of Herr Ca- 
hensly, and except in a single instance he 
makes no pretense of argument in support of 
it. The argument in this instance is a ridicu- 
lous sophistry. According to this foreign agi- 
tator the way to Americanize foreigners is to 
un-Americanize the popular sentiments, ideas, 
and civilization of this country! With a grave 
face, and, we may well believe, with a sneer- 
ing grin behind his mask, he declares that the 
American Constitution provides for de-Amer- 
icanizing this country and hence it is uncon- 
stitutional to oppose that process! He claims 
that the American Constitution can best be 
carried out in letter and in spirit by keeping 
the children of Europeans out of the public 
schools, by educating: them in foreign lan- 
guages, by separating them into distinct 
nationalities under European non-English- 
speaking Bishops and priests, and using them 
in the interests of foreign nations and the 
Roman Papacy. 

Our public schools are the objects of his spe- 
dial aversion and abhorrence. He hates the 
language spoken and taught in them only less 
than he abhors American ideas and the free- 
dom of thought inculcated by them. The an- 
imus of this hatred is to be found in his dec- 
laration that when foreigners speaking for- 
eign languages acquire the English language 
in this country their allegiance to the Roman 
Pontiff relaxes; and that if their children are 
educated in the English language they cease 
to bow the knee to the Pope and foreign 
Bishops. To remedy this terrible state of 
things foreign nationalism, in his estimation, 
must be preserved, foreign languages only 
must be spoken and taught, and foreign Bish. 
ops and priests only must instruct these un- 
American aliens in strict allegiance to the 
Pope and to the foreign governments of the 
gountries which they have left. And this 
monstrous scheme he claims is not only au- 
thorized by the American Constitution, but it 
is “ vivtated ” when such an alien policy is 
not set in operation! | 
It Herr Cahensly is in earnest in this re- 
markable line of argument it only goes to show 
that he is densely ignorant both of the letter 
spirit of that instrument which “ we, the 
le’ of the United States, formulated to 
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It is stated in the dispatch that the scheme 
is well received at the Vatican, It is not diffi- 
cult to believe this, for it would open up to 
the conclave of Cardinals an alluring prospect 
of future domination in this vast and rich con- 
tinent if American ideas could be suppressed 
by the combined efforts of alien influences. 
It is unfortunate, however, for this well-laid 
scheme of the Secretary of the Archangel 
Raphael Society that the Pope himself in a 
letter to Cardinal Gibbons declares he never 
will concede the demands made upon him. 
Leo XIII. is an astate old statesman as well 
as Pontiff, and he has had the sagacity to per- 
ceive that if such a scheme were attempted it 
by American 
Protestants of all sects but by the solid ranke 
of the Irish and American Catholics and 
Americanized German Catholics of the second 
and third generations, and that the outcome 
would be complete discomfiture of the bold 
scheme, But the present Pope is an old man 
in rather poor health. After he departs to St. 
Peter’s gate the new Pope may look upon the 
audacious Cahensly plot with more favor. But 
it will be a long time before this Nation is 
tied hand and foot and handed over to the 
supporters of the Cahensly scheme.

To throw these figures into Federal money 
multiply them by five, as it takes about five 
dollars to make one pound sterling. Thus 
£15,895,000 total imports for 1890 equals 
$79,475,000 and the £27,327,000 of exports of 
British manufactures to those countries equals 
$136,635,000; excess of exports over imports, 
$57,160,000, As the imports of this country from 
those countries in 1890 amounted to $200,000,000 
and our exports thither only to $91,000,000, 
making a balance of trade against us of 109 
millions, it is easy to see where these Southern 
countries got the $57,160,000 of gold needed to 
balance their accounts with the British mer- 
chants. What Blaine is striving to effect is to 
pay this enormous deficit with the products 
of the farms and factories of this country.

OUR CLERK OF THE WEATHER. 

The United States signal service, under 
conttol of the Secretary of War, has ceased its 
labors after a Weather Bureau existence of near- 
ly twenty-one years. It began that work in the 
fall of 1870 on a small scale and its operations 
extended till a force of 162 employés had 
gathered, that number being dismissed by an 
order signed Tuesday. It is understood that 
most of them were marked for reappointment 
under the new régime, which is civil and bu- 
colic, not militant and military. It is due to 
the founder of the weather-guessing service, 
Gen. Myer, called Old Probabilities,” to say 
that the work done by him and his assistants 
during the first two or three years has not 
been materially improved upon so far as 
accuracy of prognostication is concerned. 
A much larger territorial area was cov- 
ered by his stitage*ors and a greater num- 
ber of bulletins issued, besides which there 
has been aa extension of the time far which it 
is thought possible to furnish predictions, or 
indications, as they were subsequently called. 
The broadening of observation and the better 
knowledge of weather change which ought to 
come from so much experience in watching it 
have not increased the accuracy of the work 
for the performance of which the service was 
established.

In other’words, the abler men 
grew lazy, careless, and perfunctory—taking 
their ease, enjoying life, and letting the 
weather run itself, 

It is desirable that all this carelessness 
should be reformed under the new order of 
things, and probably it will be for a time with 
the result of a marked improvement in effi- 
ciency. The new Chief is so much of a scien- 
tific man that he is not likely to ignore efforts 
to improve the weather theory, but he is also 
claimed to be practical, and if needing a hint 
in that direction there is no doubt it will be 
promptly given by “Uncle Jerry.”

This is one of the smart observations which 


Senator Peffer made recently to the New 


Yorkers in his Cooper Institute speech: 


the men who fought for the Union and to 
those from whom the government purchased 
supplies.

When a battle was 
won its creditors felt surer of getting back 
their money, and the value of the notes they 
held rose, When the rebels won a battle the 
value of the notes fell.

The rise and fall were caused by the 
chances of the government ever redeeming in 
com those promises to pay. As the hopes of 
success in crushing the rebellion waned the 
value of the notes ran towards zero. 

Senator Peffer says he has no desire “ to 
meddle with the money of the rich, and that 
he and those who think like him want a cur- 
rency of their own. As the “rich” have 
diamonds, while the poor have rhinestones, 
he does not see why Mr. Gould should not use 
one kind of money and Peffer and Polk an- 
other kind. If that is all that Senator Peffer 
wants, jet him and his friends in Alliance as- 
sembled make something out of paper which 
they may call “money,” and which can pass 
freely among those who choose to take it. 
Children take pieces of paper, write on them 
K and “ $2,”’ and present them to a make- 
believe grocer or dry goods merchant who 
gives make-believe sugar, or ribbons, or but- 
tons for them. It pleases the children and 
harms no adult, The Farmers’ Alliance can 
buy for next to nothmg a vast quantity of 
Argentina fiat paper money and use it in 
the dealings of its members, one with the 
other. If they will do that they will not de- 
stroy the money of the rich nor the money 
of the people who want the kind of money 
which passes current among the rich. They 
will merely have made some money for 
themselves which the Alliance grocer and 
shoemaker and tailor can take from the Al- 
liance farmer if they choose. That will not 
banish gold or silver, and will hurt no one but 
themselves. ‘ 

But the general belief is that Peffer’s inten- 
tion is to have the government of the whole 
people make money,“ which dishonest men 
can force on people who do not want it in 
payment of debts, and which they can compel 
their creditors to receive as an equivalent for 
the old-fashioned good money which the Alli- 
ance men borrowed of them. It is not likely, 
if flat ukase money were to be issued, that 
the Farmers’ Alliance people would ever bor- 
row again what Peffer calls “the money of 
the rich.“ Its owners would not be fools 
enough to lend it to the flat advocates.

The Board of Inspection of the House of 
Correction will meet next week. The matter 
of providing new quarters for the female 
prisoners will be considered. There are now 
seventy women and girls in the institution 
and there are 200 cells in the female depart- 
ment. The House of Correction is practically 
the only institution in the country where fe- 
male prisoners are kept in cells. 

In the male department there are 900 pris- 
oners and the department is greatly over- 
crowded, in many instances two persons occu- 
pying one cell. The law forbids placing two 
prisoners in one cell, but there seems to be 
no way of avoiding it when there are 900 men 
to confine in 600 ceils. It is the purpose to 
provide new quarters for the women and use 
the cells now occupied by them for boys and 
first offenders.

Having Been Ignored as an Association 

Road Since June 15 Expenses Are As- 

sessed Against It Only Up to That Date 

~The Alton Refuses to Pay Anything 

Until It Knows Where It Stands—Chica-

Whatever may be said about Chairman Fin- 
ley’s position regarding the relations of the 
Alton to the Western Passenger Association 
it must be admitted he has the courage of his 
convictions and sticks to them with pluck and 
determination regardless of adverse criticism. 
He issued a circular yesterday informing the 
members of the association that under his de- 
cision covered in Circular Letter No. 328, 
which defines the status of the Alton, he finds 
it necessary for the temporary adjustment of 
the June accounts to divide the expenses for 
that month upun percentages which are ar- 
rived at by charging up to each member, ex- 
ciusive of the Alton, ita proportion of the lat- 
ter’s percentage based on the percentages ex- 
isting June 1, 1891. A bill will be rendered 

against the Alton, he says, for its proportion 
of the June expenses—viz.: its propor- 
tion’ of one-half of the expenses for 
June, and when the bill is paid 
the amount will be sredited to the lines, the 
adjustment thus made for June to be subject 
to such changes as may be made by the asso- 
ciation at its July meeting. The expenses for 
June, he says, are heavier than usual py rea- 
son of the following facts: 


Accounts aggregating $900 in favor of 
boards of arbitration. Bills for rent, janitor, 
and light, covering as well as June, the 
May bill not bemg included in May expenses 
because the amounts due from the railroad 
associations occupying rooms in the Rookery 
Building were not distributed at that time 
among the different associations; also be- 
cause of the numefous calls made upon the 
Chairman to test the so-called markets, in or- 
der properly to pass upon requests to afford 
equality in rates.

The committee recommends that nts or 
receiving clerks at all points be furnished with 
a rubter stamp to be used on dray tickets, or 
special bills of lading, provided by shippers, 
when same are not in strict accord with 
the regular form, the words to be stamped 
on such bills of lading or dray tickets to be as

ADVERTISING IN TRADE JOURNALS. 
Under Certain Conditions the Practice Will 

Be Allowed. 

Attention was called at the last meeting of 
the Western Freight Association to the circu- 
lar recently issued prohibiting advertisements 
in trade journals by or on behalf of the freight 
departments of railroad companies members 
of the association. It appeared that in some 
cases advertisements had been inserted by the 
passenger departments which, it was con- 
tended, had the effect of subverting the in- 
tention of the managers. Others claimed 
that when the resolution was adopted by the 
Western Freight Association it was with the. 
understanding it would tot interfere with the 
prerogative of the passenger departments to 
advertise as the latter should see fit. In view 
of this conflict Chairman Midgley was re- 
e to issue à ruling. After investigating 
the matter Mr. Midgley found as follows: 

It appeared that arrangements were in effect 
via several roads whereby the passenger depart- 
ments had inserted advertisements of the roads in 
certain journals, and that such contracts could 
not readily be withdrawn. The ruling is, that 
such advertisements must be restricted to a reci- 
tal of facilities for passenger travel. They should 
not include in any case references to the freight 
departments of the roads or the ability to handle 
and transport freight. If thus restricted, such 
advertisements under the circumstances above 
described will be allowable. 


PAYMENT OF SHIPPERS’ TELEGRAMS. 


Railroads Prohibited from Sending Mes- 
sages Regarding Business. 

Recently by circular letter Chairman Midg- 
ley called attention to a resolution adopted 
by the association in June, 1889, regarding 
messages for shippers, as follow: 

Resolved, That the payment by the representa- 
tive of any line member of this association of tele- 
grams for 3 of securing business shall 
be deemed a violation of the agreement, and the 
line making such payments will be submitted to 
the penalties } toed for violations; this also 
to apply over lines using their own wires.

Speculation as to the Title She Will Be 
Given. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 1.—[Special.]—A cable 
dispatch has been received here from London 
stating that Lady Macdonald was about to be 
made a Peeress by her Majesty the Queen. 
Mr. Hugh John Macdonald, M. P., son of the 
late Sir John Macdonald, was seen, and, when 
asked if the cable dispatch was true, he said: 

„My mother has had no notification that 
she has been created a Peeress, though there 
may be something in the report, as it comes 
from London, but then on the other hand it 
may be mere rumor.” 

Lady Macdonald is still detained at Earns- 
cliffe by the many matters resulting from Sir 
John Macdonald’s death which claim her at- 
tention. Sbe will’ spend the summer at Mur- 
ray Bay and give up Earnscliffe to Senator 
Abbott, who, with his family, will live there 
during the summer months or until he has 
sec a residence in this city. Sir John 
Thompson, when enlightenment was sought 
from him about the cable dispatch from Lon- 
don, said: 

It is true that Lady Macdonald has either 
been made a Peeress or is aboutto be made a 
Peeress, though no official notification has yet 
been received from Loudon of the fact. I 
suppose that official information will first 
come to Lady Macdonald in the form of a 
message, to be followed by the patent of no- 
bility when it arrives from England. I have 
no idea what Lady Macdonald’s title is to be. 
That will be made known when his Excel- 
lency sends Lady Macdonald the message an- 
nouncing that she has been made Baroness or 
Countess, or whatever the title may be. 
Ladies have often been raised to the 
Peerage. You will remember that several 
years before Mr. Disraeli was made a Peer 
his wife was made Viscountess Beaconsfield. 
I think titles such as that which is to be con- 
ferred on Lady Macdonald are of course 
hereditary, ®ut only m the direct line of 
descent and to male descendants exclusively. 
Lady Macdonald’s patent of nobility, how- 
ever, may set forth the conditions on which 
the Peerage is conferred upon her in some 
special manner.“

OBJECT’ TO THE TUNNEL. 


ADOLPH KRAUS. AND LEVY MAYER 
SEEK AN INJUNCTION. 


They Have Property in Danger of Being 
Damaged to the Extent of $300,000—

Railway Case—The Municipality of 
Carisbad, Bohemia, Appears as a Plaint- 
if—Judge Adams Takes His Seat—The 
Record. 


Adolph Kraus and Levy Mayer are com-

By rea- 
son of the excavation, a portion of a building 
south of complainant’s property has attached 
itself to the south wall of complainant’s build- 
ing and the strain is said to have caused the 
building to sink nine inches, 

In this way complainants allege that their 
walls are cracking and that they are in im- 
minent danger of losing $300,000. The com- 
pany is said to have no property other than 
the unfinished tunnel and the same is subject 
toa mortgage of $1,500,000, which is far in 
excess of its present cost or value. For these 
reasons the court is asked to enjoin defendants 
from excavating in ahy manner which will 
interfere with complainants’ building. 


Judge Horton Decides That the Whitacre
